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Updating the town’s IT 


The Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury hired 
a consultant last August, 
to assess its informa¬ 
tion technology (IT) sys¬ 
tems, and ensure that the 
municipality is “ultimately 
deploying new technol¬ 
ogy in the most cost-effec¬ 
tive method possible.” 
On May 19, Susan Chase 
of Prior & Prior Associates 
presented her findings - 
urging a more co-ordinated 
team approach to IT, to pro¬ 
vide services to staff and the 

“Technology is absolutely 
everywhere now,” Chase told 
councillors. " Ultimately, what 
we want is for the technology 
to meet the expectations of 
everyone” - field crews, inside 
workers, administration, 
council, and residents. 

Challenges within the exist¬ 
ing IT system were identi¬ 
fied, through online surveys, 
interviews and workshops. 
Slow networks, a tight budget, 
increasing virus and spam 
attacks, cumbersome busi¬ 
ness systems were identified, 
supporting the need for an 
update, and better planning. 

Among the key needs: cen¬ 
tralized data management 
and storage, an IT security 
assessment, and in particu¬ 
lar, a disaster recovery plan. 
“Your data is one of your 
most valuable assets,” Chase 
told council; there is a need 
for improved security to pro¬ 
tect that asset. 

The town also needs to 


update its business systems - 
its software, for services that 
include financial systems 
and payrolls, and better inte¬ 
grate its services, she said. 

The consultant had praise 
for the town’s small but busy 
IT department, but identi¬ 
fied a lack of management, 
and "very little opportu¬ 
nity to plan ahead.” Instead, 
the team is “fighting fires,” 
responding to problems with 
no resources for software 
development or analysis. 

IT, she said, needs to be 
more “proactive and stra¬ 
tegic... not just keeping the 
lights on." 

The IT Master Plan rec¬ 
ommends hiring a new Sen¬ 
ior IT Management posi¬ 
tion, and creating a “hybrid” 
department, combining out¬ 
sourcing and internal exper¬ 
tise. “You can't afford all the 
technology you need," she 
told council, suggesting that 
the town utilize third-party 
services, consultants, and the 
expertise of software provid¬ 
ers to provide greater depth. 

She also recommended 
removing the GIS Mapping 
function from engineering, 
and bringing it under the 
new, expanded IT division - 
to ensure that the mapping 
technology is available to a 
wider range of departments 
and applications. 

The report recommends 
an IT division that is “a lot 
bigger than what the depart¬ 
ment is now,” Chase admit¬ 
ted, with two new positions 
- IT “director” and a support 
analyst - in addition to the 


two existing IT employees, 
and outsourcing. 

The expansion would 
allow IT to divide its atten¬ 
tion between two areas of 
specialization, Client Appli¬ 
cation services, and Technol¬ 
ogy Infrastructure services. 
“Get the right people on the 
team, and you’ll get the right 
results,” Chase said, urging 
a “corporate, co-ordinated 
approach to IT,” that will set 
priorities, look at technology, 
process and planning, and 
make the right investments 
in core infrastructure. 

Councillor Gary Lamb 
wanted to ensure that the 
new approach would link up 
to other external initiatives. 
“The County (of Simcoe) is 
putting forth initiatives as 
well. How do we marry with 
the county?” Lamb asked. 

“We strongly, strongly rec¬ 
ommend partnerships,” not 
only with the county, but with 
other neighbouring munic¬ 
ipalities, like York Region, 
Chase said. She pointed out 
that Prior & Prior has worked 
on the new county IT sys¬ 
tem - and Chase herself is IT 
Director for the Town of New¬ 
market. “Partnerships have to 
happen. We can’t be silos any 

Deputy Mayor James 
Leduc noted that there is a 
cost involved- with about 
$870,000 budgeted, to 2017, 
and another $400,000 for 
implementation - but added, 
“It is a needed thing.” 

Council, in Committee of the 
Whole, voted to endorse the IT 
Master Plan “in principle."

Breakfast with the mayor 


The annual Mayor’s 
Breakfast, held at the Lusi- 
tano Banquet Hall in Brad¬ 
ford on May 21, was not only 
a networking opportunity 
for members of the Brad¬ 
ford board of trade, senior 
town staff, council and the 
community at large, but an 
opportunity to hear more 
about the achievements 
and future direction of the 
municipality. 

Deputy Mayor James 
Leduc spoke of the tide of 
public opinion that swept 
a new council into office, 
in the last municipal elec¬ 
tion. “We heard the message, 
that the residents want to be 
heard,” he said. 

The result has been a 
focus on public engage¬ 
ment, through the estab¬ 
lishment of new commit- 

CAN Meetings, allowing res¬ 
idents to meet and question 

mayor, in an informal set¬ 
ting. “These meetings have 
been very successful,” Leduc 
said. “We want to make sure 
we hear our residents.” 

He said that the new coun¬ 
cil has refreshed the town’s 
strategic plan, promising to 

nity, with opportunities for 
all,” and work in an “effec¬ 
tive and efficient” manner to 
meet the needs of residents. 

Council also brought in a 
budget containing a 0.59% 
increase in the tax rate, 
“without any cuts to serv¬ 
ices,” Leduc said. “Again that 
was a message from our resi¬ 
dents, that taxes were out of 
control and too high.” 

The deputy mayor touched 
on seniors’ housing, afford¬ 
able housing, arts and cul¬ 
ture, traffic concerns - before 
introducing Mayor Rob Kef- 
fer, “a champion for agricul-

Mayor Keffer began his 
comments by focussing on 
the “big picture.” 

“I think we can only 
talk about Bradford West 
Gwillimbury in the context 
of our region,” the mayor 
told the crowd. BWG holds 
a unique position, as the 
southern-most municipal¬ 
ity in Simcoe County, with 
strong ties to York Region, he 

"We are somewhat GTA 
and suburban, as well as 
being a farming community,” 
Keffer said - facing problems 
of traffic congestion and 
rapid growth, as weU as the 
need to preserve agricultural 

The mayor spoke of the 
importance of reaching 
out to other municipalities 
and levels of government - 
including the City of Bar¬ 


rie, County of Simcoe; fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments. He said he has been 
in talks with the minister of 

better co-ordination of GO 
transit, and the Hwy. 400- 
404 Link. 

"This kind of co-operation 
and collaboration behind 
the scenes is very important,” 
Keffer said, noting that the 
town wiR be participating in 
the Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities conference in 
June, to work on “big picture” 
issues - including the federal 
government’s promise of $1 
billion in dedicated tran¬ 
sit funding, starting in two 

but there is a need for more 
details, on how the funding 
wiH impact smaRer munici¬ 
palities, the Mayor said. 

“Together we can get so 
much accomplished,” Keffer 
concluded. "That is the big 
picture, that will take time 
and endeavor.” 

Locally, the focus will be 
on getting infrastructure in 
place, extending servicing 
to the Hwy. 400 employment 
lands, pushing for the 400- 
404 link, and establishing 
new public forums on cul¬ 
ture, the environment, diver¬ 
sity and heritage. 

"I’m very proud of the very 
open, collaborative approach 
of town council,” Mayor Kef¬ 
fer said - responsive to both 
business and residents, 
focusing on “getting the lit¬ 
tle things right... and trying 
to position Bradford West 
Gwillimbury as a leader in 
Simcoe County.”

The organizational struc¬ 
ture of Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury hasn’t changed since 
2006 - when building and 
planning were rolled into one 
department, and parks, recre¬ 
ation, facilities and cemeteries 
became "Leisure Services.” 

The town’s CAO Geoff McK- 
night proposed an organiza¬ 
tional review and realignment 
in the May 19 meeting of coun¬ 
cil, reshuffling departments “to 
better align like-minded service 
groups, (and) set up a dear line 
of accountability." 

In addition to the existing fire 
and emergency services, eco¬ 
nomic development, human 
resources and financial services 
departments, the realignment 
proposes three new depart- 

. Corporate Services, com¬ 
bining Information Technology 


and Legislative Services, under 
the direction of current Director 
of Legislative Services, Rebecca 
Murphy. 

. Development and Infra¬ 
structure Services - Engineer¬ 
ing, Infrastructure, Planning 
and Development, and capital 
projects, under Director of Engi¬ 
neering Amp Mukherjee. The 
goal is to streamline the proc¬ 
ess of development, from offi¬ 
cial plan to permits, inspections 

. Community Services 
- combining asset manage¬ 
ment and operations for Public 
Works, Transportation (indud- 
ingTransit), Water/Wastewater, 
and Leisure Services. The report 
noted, “Whetherthesubjectisa 
road, sewer, parking lot, street 
tree, library or soccer pitch - all 
are assets that require mainte¬ 
nance and eventual replace¬ 
ment.. Bringing these divisions 
together will facilitate a com¬ 
mon approach not just to asset 


management but also to estab¬ 
lishing appropriate service lev¬ 
els and pursuing operational 
efficiencies.” 

The report also recognizes 
that it will take time to disen¬ 
tangle the existing overlap, and 
make changes to payroll and IT 
networks, and to recruit a new 
Director of Community Serv- 

The realignment elimi¬ 
nates one directorate - but 
the funds saved will likely go 
towards a new IT manager 
position. And while efficien- 
des and “creative deployment 
of resources” could result in 
savings, the report warns, “As 
with any growing organiza¬ 
tion... additional resources 
will be required over time in 
response to increasing service 
demands, new programs and 
infrastructure management." 
Council voted to adopt the pro¬ 
posed changes, which will be 
implemented later this year

Conservatives must stop wasting 
our money on their self-promotion

N early a month 
ago, I wrote the 
Conservative 
incumbent to challenge 
him on the reality that 
he spends an estimated 
$654,000 on self¬ 
promotion. His own 
website admits, "Peter’s 
expenses are above 
average...” I believe this is 
wrong for several reasons. 

First, this is $654,000 of 
our tax dollars. It's more 
than the cost of a house. 
What’s worse, the federal 
Conservative government 
has spent over $750 million 
on TV ads, which are often 
very partisan and promote 
the myth that the Harper 
government has been good 
for the economy, when in 
reality the independent 
Governor of the Bank of 
Canada says our growth 
rate is “atrocious” (in fact, 
it’s the worst growth rate 
since the Great Depression 
in the 1930s). 

Secondly, it's five months 
until the election, and the 
Conservatives are flooding 

mailboxes with campaign- 
style ads and flyers—all 
paid for by taxpayers. 

That is fundamentally 
undemocratic and unfair. 
As the only candidate 
nominated against the 
Conservative in this riding, 
all my campaign materials 
are paid for thanks to local 
donors, not by tax dollars. 

My opponent argued 
back that he cares about 
updating constituents. 

Were that the case, why 
has he not updated his 
website since 2013? Why no 
Facebook page to update 
residents as our local 
mayors are doing so well? 
The facts contradict his 

Thirdly, here’s where 
things get very worrisome. 
My opponent shrugged off 
criticism that he abuses tax 
dollars on self-promotion, 
and brags that he gets some 
30-40 'response cards’ to 
the rather loaded questions 
his flyers often ask. That 


means, in a year, he gets 
1500-2100 responses, or 
15,600-21,000 over the past 
decade, all at taxpayers’ 
expense. That’s the number 
ofvotesneededto win in 
this riding. 

CTV News reported, 
"Both the federal Liberals 
and the NDP have separate 
databases for constituency 
work and voter tracking. 
Data does not migrate 
between the two. But the 
Conservatives use a single 
clearing house for all 
data collection, storage, 
datamining, mailing lists, 
voter tracking and any 
other partisan use such 
information may serve’! 

I've asked my opponent 
to confirm he does not use 
tax dollars for this kind of 
“datamining'; but he has yet 
to reply. Local constituents 
have a right to know how 
their information is being 
used, especially if it is 
being used for campaign 
purposes like fundraising. 

Finally, I have argued 
this big expense on self¬ 
promotion is the wrong 
priority. Liberals propose 
to stop partisan ads and 
instead invest the savings 
into tax relief for the 
middle class and those 
working hard to join it. By 
going after Conservative 

cut the middle-class tax 


rate from 22% to 20.5%, 
saving you real money. We 
also propose combining 
and enhancing all the 
many child tax benefits 
into a single, tax-free and 
more effective Canada 
Child Benefit, which will 
give more money to more

W hat started as three 

separate events turned 
into a celebration of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, its roots, its diversity 
and its sense of community.

This year, those connections 
appeared, when the AMJ 
community decided to move the 
Run into Bradford, starting and 
finishing at the library on the same 
day as market opened, on May 23. 
Suddenly, there were synergies 


- especially when the new BWG 
Diversity Action Group joined 
in, unveiling a “Peace Tree',’ and 
announcing the winners of its 
diversity essay competition. 

The combined event made 
apparent the links between 
agriculture, and the people of many 
origins who have come to Bradford 
West Gwillimbury to farm, to make 
a home, to build a community. 
Bradford West Gwillimbury has 
always been diverse, a combination 
of descendants of the early 
pioneers, waves of immigrants, and 
newcomers who have made the 
area their own, celebrating their 
roots and their own traditions, 
but also willing to share and to 
contribute. 

By holding the three events 
together, May 23 became a day 
of community celebration for 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, that 
may open doors to additional 
activities. Cultural performance in 
the library? A multicultural food 
festival? 

It’s a celebration that can build 
mutual respect and understanding, 
and can only get bigger and better.

TANAKA SPEAKS TO YOUTH 

On May 13,1 held a youth roundtable 
at Bradford District High School. About 
20 students sat down with federal 
Liberal candidate Dr. Shaun Tanaka, 
and past provincial Liberal candidate, 
trustee Loralea Carruthers. Topics 
included climate change, and post¬ 
secondary education. 

Carruthers spoke about provincial 
programs, like the 30% off tuition 
grant, and investments in colleges and 
universities. She noted that the Harper 
Conservative government’s big cuts 
make it harder for Ontario to invest in 
important programs like universities or 
public transit. 

That’s where Shaun Tanaka came in. 
Dr. Tanaka said that a future federal 
Liberal government would step back 
into a leadership role by investing to 
support students trying to afford post¬ 
secondary education, and by reversing 
Harper’s multi-billion dollar cuts to 
transportation infrastructure and health 

She spoke specifically about the 
lack of federal leadership in the 
effort against climate change. The 
Harper Conservatives have the worst 
environmental record in the Western 
world, she said, including ripping up 


protections for our lakes and rivers - and 
are an international disgrace in reducing 
greenhouse gases. 

Dr. Tanaka suggested that Harper's 

is one reason why Canada has the worst 
economic growth rate since the Great 
Depression of the 1930s, with very high 
youth unemployment. She pointed out 
that the Conservatives promised to 
spend $30 million on a Youth Jobs Plan, 
but failed to spend most of the money 
- although they spent $11 million on 
national TV ads promoting the plan. 

It is, she said, part of a pattern “of 
this Conservative government treating 
taxpayers' money as their own self¬ 
promotion fund.” 

Justin Trudeau has a better plan, 
Tanaka told the students; he would 
work with the provinces to fight climate 
change and to ensure a 70% post¬ 
secondary education attainment rate. 
The Liberals' “fairness plan" would 
also mean a tax cut for middle-income 
Canadians, which would help young 
people get ahead. 

It was an open dialogue, with 
questions from the mostly Grade 11 and 
12 students.
